damage. 
While the 
frost 
was not 
hard enough to cause anything- like a 
total loss, it has made a damaged crop 
and consequently will lessen its value. 
Growers complain that the crop is not 
ripening as it should and blame the 
cold weather for the fact. It is feared 
that.the tobacco will 
be subject to 
various diseases which follow 
the 
shedding of green crops, or those not 
sufficiently ripened.
